lectureas Information that ordinarily cannot
be acquired In many yoars. The lectures
are (llustrated, and I some places dissect-
ing o done. Thie Is the case tn Philadelphia,
shere the dlegecting rooms of the velerinary
collowe have been thrown open for the bensfit
of theso taking the course there, for this
lecture syatbm Is now common throughout
the country.

The busy season for the harspehoers has
now opened, and most of the Omaha shopa
are husy. It may not be ecommonly Known
that a great deal more shoeing is done in
the summer than in the winter, particularly
if the wintér bo one in which there is an
avorigs snow fall. The resson is that the
snow and lee serve as a cushion, and shoes
ara not worn out @0 fast, though in this
gonscn all horses must be shod sharp. In
the summer the iron collides squarely with
the hard pavement, and shoers say that all
olaszis of horses that are used considerably
on the streets must ba ahod every week or
ten dayn to be kept In the best condition.
